DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 10, 20, 22-33, 36, 38-43, and 45-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

U. S. Patent No. 5,884,202 to Arjomand is the reference closest to the claimed invention. 
Arjomand discloses a system for facilitating diagnosis and maintenance of electronic control 
networks, comprising a wireless diagnostic device adapted for manual transport which comprises 
a transmitter and receiver for communicating over a wireless communication channel with a 
control network; and at least one wireless ground station comprising a ground station receiver 
attuned to the wireless communication channel by where transmitted messages between the 
wireless diagnostic device and the control network over the wireless communication channel are 
monitored. However, Arjomand does not teach said wireless diagnostic device comprising a self- 
contained graphical display device physically connected to a self-contained wireless 
intermediary unit through a cable connection, said wireless intermediary unit containing said 
transmitter and receiver for communicating over said wireless communication channel with said 
control network; and including all of the other limitations in the respective independent claims.
